City Comptroller — Requests the City Council approve the attached budget transfers (2 ordinances) from fund balance to
the Buildings Department and City Clerk’s office to cover the unexpected retirements that were not budgeted for in the
2017-2018 City Budget.

City Comptroller — Requests the City Council approve the attached budget transfer from fund balance for the Judgement
and Claims account for the 2017-2018 City Budget.

City Comptroller — Requests the City Council review the attached Standard Work Day Reporting Resolution for Elected and
Appointed Officials. This form is required by the New York State and Local Retirement System.

City Comptroller — Requests the City Council approve the inter-fund advance between the General Fund and the Capital
Fund to pay for the Jackson Avenue, Madison Avenue and Elm Street paving project. The Capital Fund will repay the
advance within the 2018-2019 fiscal year when the CDBG and CHIPS reimbursements are received.

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16. City Assessor — Requests the City Council approve the attached Property and Maintenance/Foreclosure Proceeds
Distribution Policy for 2018-2019 with the Buffalo Erie Niagara Land Improvement Corporation (B.E.N.L.I.C.). This policy will
only affect properties acquired from the City of Lackawanna through foreclosure and would rehabilitate and return
properties to the tax rolls. Rehabilitation would be completed by BENLIC and not City Tax Dollars.

17. City Assessor — Requests the City Council approve the sale of a vacant parcel on Alliance Drive to Fulvio Stampone in the
amount of $40,000.00 for the purpose of developing the site into a storage/warehouse facility. The land is approximately
4.8 Acres and is properly zoned for this type of development.

18. Director of Development — Requests the City Council approve the use of $21,485.75 from the City’s Fund Balance to meet
our financial obligation to receive over $2 million in grants from the State’s Buffalo Billion Il Downtown Revitalization

Initiative Smart Growth Fund for improvements to our Central Business District corridor.

19. Director of Recreation — Requests the City Council approve a Resolution authorizing the Mayor to sign an application for
funds (grant) from the New York State Office of Parks, Recreation and Historic Preservation or the Federal Land and Water
Conservation Fund in an amount not to exceed $470,000.00, with City matching funds of $155,149.00. These funds will be
utilized for improvements to Veterans Stadium, including a synthetic year-round skating rink, a paved, multi-use trail with
fitness equipment and a large covered pavilion.

2017-2018 Fund Balance is decreased by $24,725.00.

An Ordinance amending the 2017-2018 Budget Ordinance adopted June 7, 2017 by increasing budget code A.3620.444 Development
— Grant Matches and decreasing the 2017-2018 Fund Balance by $21,485.75.

An Ordinance authorizing the sale/transfer of property pursuant to Municipal Code Chapter 12. Ordinance approves the transfer of
4.8 Acres of property known as Alliance Drive to Fulvio Stampone in the amount of $40,000.00. Such transfer includes a reverter
clause for phase one work to be completed within one-year.

An Ordinance amending Chapter 159, Noise:

Section 159-5 P (3) — The restrictions set forth in this section shall not apply to the Bethlehem Redevelopment Area (BRA).
Section 159-5 Q — It shall be unlawful for any person to operate or permit to be operated any stationary noise source in the
Bethlehem Redevelopment Area in such a manner as to create a sound pressure level in dBA’s which exceeds the limits set forth
below when measured at the property boundary.
